Ar the Court End of the Town tis common 
for every Footman to aſſume the Title of the 
Maſter, he ſerves from the Duke down to the 
Eſquire; and ſo tenacious are they of this 
Priviledge, that I remember an honeſt Victualler 
in the Hay-Market, who had the Misfortune, 
through Miſtake, to call one of them by his 


' own proper Name Robin, inſtead; of my Lord 


Marquis; the Afﬀront and Indignity was reſented 
by all the Gentlemen of the Shoulder- Knot, 
who to a, Man forſook the Houſe, and the 
poor Fellow for this Slip only, was forc'd to 
give over his Buſineſs, and is now begging 
about the Streets. 

I was once paſſing 1 the Palace- Tard, 
in Parliament Time, when the Maſter of a 
little Brandy Shop being at his Door, was ask d 
who he had within, the Man very ſeriouſly 
reply'd, only ſome few of my Lords the Biſhops, 


the Oddneſs of the Expreſſion did not a little 


ſurprize me, and Curioſity carrying me into 
his Ken, I found about a Dozen ſturdy Fellows, 
in Purple colour'd Liveries, waiting the riſing 


of the Houſe of Peers. 


Trar I may be regular in my Complaints 
of all publick and private Nuſances, I ſhall 
exhibit a Bill againſt the Streets and High- 
ways in the City and Dberty of Wiſtminſter 


2 every 
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every Avenue is guarded by a Turnpike, 
whereby large Sums of Money are annually | 
rais d for their Repair; and the Inhabitants © 


are not without Apprehenſions of ſeeing Turn- 


pikes upon the Thames in another Lear; yet 
the Streets and Paſſages leading to both Houſes 


of Parliament are in ſuch great Diſorder, that 
I have known thoſe Members who have paſs'd 
thither in their Coaches, fo toſs'd and jumbled 


about, that it has been near an Hour e er they 
could recover the Uſe of their Limbs, and 
proceed to Buſineſs. A Commoner once being 


overturn'd in his Chariot in King - Street, went 


immediately to the Houſe, and in very lively 
Terms remonſtrated againſt the Badneſs of the 
Ways, ferting forth the pernicious Conſequences 
that might attend their not being ſpeedily re- 
pair d, and mov'd for a Bill to be brought in 
accordingly : Another Member oppos'd the 
Motion with much Warmth, urging amongſt 
other Reaſons, that as the Publick Companies 
for raiſing the Thames Water were perpetually 
laying down their Pipes, or amending them, 
fach a Bill would prove to little or no pur- 
pole; to which, the firſt Member in as great 
Heat, replyd, Then if the Water Companies 
Pipe, the Members of both Houſes muſt Dance.

Theſe Circumſtances in- 
duc'd me to believe them to be People of no 


ſmall Importance, and rais d a Curioſity in me 
to enquire their Characters and Buſineſſes: 


The Lady at the Bar, to whom I addreſs d 
my ſelf for Information, gave me an account 
that ſome of them were Gentlemen of the Arm,

I enter'd this Three- half. Penm- Library, amidſt

London, but would give an handſome Sum to 
have all the Books in his Shop fir'd in the ſame 
Manner. ' A Warrant now and then from the 
Secretaries Office, is a ſingular Advantage to a 
young Beginner; a Pamphlet having many 
times been brought to the Ninth Edition, by 
the Printer's only raking Coach with a Meſſen- 
ger to the Cockpit, when, perhaps fix ſingle ones 
had not been ſold fairly off, but for this Aﬀiſt- 
ance. I remember a Pamphleteer in the late

I knew a Printer who obtain'd a pretty tole- 
rable Fortune, by only procuring a State Meſ- 
ſenger, to call and take a Dinner with him, 
two. or three Times a Week, at his Houſe in 
the City; and another who was every Day 
expected to be ſent to Goal for Debt, that 
luckily chanc'd to be ſent for to Whitehall, to 
anſwer a ſingle Queſtion ; the thing prov'd the 
making of the Man, for he ſoon retriev'd his 
Affairs, and now lives in extraordinary good
